THEN AND NOW 

The issuing of this first number of the Bulletin brings joy and hope to the 
hearts of all of your old friends on the faculty of the School. It means that we 
have matured to a point now when the growing body of boys and girls and men 
and women who have been graduated from the School has become a real force in 
the life of The North Shore Country Day School ideal, upon which we can count 
more and more for help and inspiration. 

For the School was founded upon an ideal. It was brought into being to 
forward a cause, not just to add another good school to the list of those already in 
existence. A group of parents made heavy sacrifices to start the school, not just 
because of their own children’s needs, but because they believed in certain principles 
of democracy in education and in attitudes toward life that would be of benefit to 
all children everywhere. 

Many of these are no longer controversial. So many other schools have 
adopted them that they are almost taken for granted, and many of you who helped 
to evolve their practice do not even know how much you contributed to their 
evolution in the early days of the School. But principles are eternal; their practice 
is always a problem to be worked out by each succeeding generation and as such 
furnish a challenge to each of us each year. 

The alumni are unable to keep in close touch with the improvements and 
refinements which the School continues to create, as it must do to meet changing 
conditions. It is easy to think of the School as it was in the “good old days” or 
even as one thinks he remembers it, which is frequently misleading.

A regularly published Bulletin will help to keep you up to date and informed 
on such changes and growth. I hope also that it will keep us informed, through 
your letters, queries, and suggestions, on the pertinent problems that concern you 
and your children. This is of vital importance to us if we are to do our job ade¬ 
quately, for the basic idea of the School is that it should he flexible enough to meet 
the real needs of the children of today. An interested and vocal alumni will be of 
great use to us in this as in countless other ways. 

But, to come down to brass tacks, what are some of the changes in the School? 
There are some of you who date so far back that you do not know of its unique 
system of coeducation—with the boys and girls in the High School having their 
home rooms on separate floors, with recitations segregated at various times, depend¬ 
ing on the pupils’ ages and emotional development. Others have not heard of the 
remarkable arrangement worked out by our Middle School faculty whereby the 
boys and girls of the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades function as a unit with 
special rules and special methods peculiarly adapted to the needs of that trying but 
fascinating age child. Those of you who have not seen our new Walling Hall, 
the Lower School building which houses the first five grades and kindergarten, 
have no way of realizing how much that has meant to the improvement of the 
work of the little children. We can now have far greater freedom without the 
danger of noise and confusion than we ever could before. The soundproofing and 
air-conditioning devices alone have greatly reduced fatigue and absence due to colds, 
so that the work proceeds at a far better and steadier rate than ever before, and 
disorder which was due to crowded and improper physical conditions is no longer 
a problem. 

Some alumni have expressed surprise at the systematic after-school study 
halls which are required of all high-school students who seem to need help in keep¬ 
ing up in their daily work. There are regular faculty meetings every Tuesday 
afternoon when the High School staff takes up the problems of each child who 
seems to need help and works out ways and means of giving it. The Middle School 
staff does the same thing on Wednesdays, while the Lower School faculty meets 
regularly on Monday. In addition to this, of course, the whole faculty meets on 
Thursdays in the evening to work out together the bigger problems of school 
policies and teaching methods. At these meetings pupils are not discussed. Very 
few teachers in the country are willing to give so freely of their time to the welfare 
of the School as a whole. I can never begin to express adequately the debt of the 
School to such a loyal and devoted group of teachers. 

Seven of our staff have been called to become the heads of schools. That in 
itself speaks well for the quality and value of experience here. They are Mr. 
Kenneth Price, Mr. Howard Jones, Mr. Ninde Wilder, Mrs. Ellen Green, Mr. 
Reginald White, Mr. Trudeau Thomas, and Mme. Stoughton. Also, Dan Wells 
founded a school of his own shortly after taking training here while a member of 
our staff. 

The Graduate Teachers College, which we founded in conjunction with the 
Francis Parker School and the Winnetka Public Schools, has become very much a 
part of our being, and is recognized throughout the country as one of the best of 
the apprentice training schools for college graduates. It has authority to confer the 
Masters Degree in teaching. This year there are three of our own alumni among 
the class of twenty-one students. The class includes graduates of Harvard, Bryn 
Mawr, Wellesley, Smith, Vassar, and many of the state universities. These students 
work as apprentices in the three schools and take seminars in the theory and 
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philosophy of our methods from the more experienced members of our staffs. We 
have been able to draw some of our best young teachers from their graduates. 

I could, of course, write at great length of the many other gratifying changes 
that have been worked out as the years have gone by, but perhaps it would be best 
to wait until our next issue and then describe those new phases that you may ask 
about. 

Of course, there will be much that will have to do with national defense; we 
already have plans in mind for that and have registered the School with the local 
defense committee. The Seniors particularly are active in this work, but since, as 
these lines are written, the war is not yet a week old, things are of necessity still in 
a state of evolution, so that I shall have to postpone describing this work until next 
time. 

I cannot close, however, without a word about our most drastic innovation, 
which is the opening in Leicester Hall of a students’ residence as a part of the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Nathaniel French. They together with Mr. Telling, another 
staff member, are in charge of a family of seven boys ranging in age from twelve to 
eighteen. The atmosphere is certainly more that of a home than a dormitory and 
the boys seem to love it. Invitations to supper or other functions at the House, as 
it has come to be called, are in great demand. And best of all, there seems to be 
none of the distinction between boarders and day boys which frequently appears 
in similar institutions. We all have high hopes of the success of this department. 
The idea has brought us boys from Choate, St. Marks, Belmont Hill, and Putney 
as new blood in the School, which has already shown a quickening effect on various 
classes. 

But the best change of all in the School is the steadily growing interest of 
our alumni. We have seven pupils who are our own grandchildren, as it were. 
There is one regular member of the Board of Directors, John Ott, who was a 
former pupil, and the Alumni Council always has a representative attending all 
board meetings. The present holder of that office is Frank Fowle, Jr. It is good 
to feel the solid support that comes from all of these sources. It is my hope that 
this new Bulletin will increase it even more.

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THE ALUMNI QUESTIONNAIRE 

As nearly everyone who receives a copy of this Bulletin will remember, the 
chief activity of the Alumni Association in 1940-41 was the preparation of a ques¬ 
tionnaire concerning various aspects of North Shore and of the Alumni Association 
itself. 

The response to this questionnaire was prompt and remarkably enthusiastic. 
One hundred and fifty-three replies were received, roughly 25 per cent of the 
questionnaires sent out, and most of them were evidently the result of a good 
deal of thought. Many people, for one reason or another, did not answer all of 
the questions, but most of the replies were quite complete. In addition there were 
a great many interesting and constructive comments. 

The questionnaire was divided into four parts: Information About Yourself, 
Evaluation of the School from Your Personal Experience, Your Children and 
the School, and About the Alumni Association. The first section will not be dis¬ 
cussed here—see the section on Alumni Notes instead. The second section was by 
far the most extensive. One hundred and forty-eight alumni answered these ques¬ 
tions in whole or in part, and their replies have been summarized in the graph 
which accompanies this article. The graph is based on the response to the second 
question, the evaluation of the method as a whole at North Shore, because this is 
the only question which was answered by all of the one hundred and forty-eight 
alumni who replied to this section of the questionnaire. Thus 148 equals 100. 
Each bar represents one question, and the shading shows how the replies to it 
were divided. 

The members of the Alumni Council felt that the response to the questions 
in this section might be somewhat affected by the period at which a person had 
attended North Shore. Therefore the replies were divided into four groups: gradu¬ 
ates of the classes 1921-25, 1926-30, 1931-35, and 1936-40. Each group was then 
charted separately. As was to be expected, this division showed that by far the 
greater number of the replies were received from comparatively recent graduates. 
Seven alumni in the first group replied, 30 in the next, 49 in the next, and 62 in 
the last. When taken on a percentage basis, however, the replies of the four 
groups deviated very little from each other, and there seems to be no important 
trend of alumni opinion that is obscured by combining the four groups in one 
graph as has been done here. 

The third section of the questionnaire, that on Your Children and the School, 
was brief and need not be dealt with in detail here. About a hundred of those 
who replied to it thought that they w r ould send their children to North Shore for 
high school if they were financially able or if only a minor sacrifice were involved. 
A litttle more than half that number thought that they would send their children 
straight through from Kindergarten on. On the other hand a group of sixty or 
seventy alumni said that, aside from financial considerations, they would prefer 
to send their children to Public School for at least part of their education, usually 
indicating that they would do so during the lower or middle school years. 

The last section of the Questionnaire concerned the activities of the Alumni 
Association. To the first question, “Are you as an alumnus interested in main¬ 
taining contact with the School?”, 127 people replied “yes” and 17 “no”. The 
response to the other questions about the Association and its activities was some¬ 
what confused, but there was a strong majority of 65 to 6 in favor of an improved 
and regular Alumni Bulletin. Although past experience has shown that the 
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Alumni Council alone cannot get the funds or the time to provide such a bulletin, 
it is hoped that the cooperation of the School will make it possible to do a 
thoroughly good job in the future. 

The majority of those who replied were opposed to the inauguration of any 
functions such as dinners, picnics, or shows, in addition to those now held. How¬ 
ever several comments were made about possible alumni activities. Among other 
things it was suggested that there should be more effort to establish contact with 
recent graduates, that there should be more contact with the school as it is today, 
that a system of class reunions might be instituted, that general meetings of the 
Alumni Association be held at night, and that members of the Association give 
some time to offering vocational suggestions and guidance to undergraduates at 
North Shore. 

Finally, in response to the question, “Do you feel that an Alumni Scholar¬ 
ship Fund should be established?” 79 said “yes” and 28 said “no”. Fifty-two 
people indicated that they would be willing to contribute sums ranging from $1.00 
to $25.00, and one contribution of $5.00 was actually received and placed in a 
special fund as a nest egg. 

The results of the first sections of the Questionnaire have been communicated 
to the School and discussed by the Board of Directors. The matter of the Bulletin 
was also taken up by the Board, and the highly satisfactory results are now before 
you. The other Alumni activities are up to the members of the Association them¬ 
selves and the Council will be glad to receive any suggestions or any discussion 
of the suggestions mentioned above.

Leicester Hall, after 
successive uses as a girls’ 
dormitory, a fa c u 11 y 
home, and quarters for 
the Middle School, is 
now known as “The 
House” and has become 
a new and attractive 
home shared by the Mu¬ 
sic and Resident Depart¬ 
ment of the School. 

Mr. Bollinger, work¬ 
ing with a committee of 
parents on reconstruc¬ 
tion, decoration, and fur¬ 
nishings, successfully un¬ 
dertook the task of ren¬ 
dering living quarters for a group of boys, a single master, and a married master, 
out of a tired but adaptable building. The basement now contains a modernized 
kitchen and dining room, resplendent in new paint and equipment, which function 
independently of the school lunchroom. On the first floor, the space opposite the 
main music room has been converted into an attractive three-room apartment for 
the married master. The large rooms on the second floor have been divided into 
one single and three double bedrooms and a playroom. The third floor is occupied 
by a large room and bath for the single master, room and bath for domestic help, 
and three practice rooms for the Music Department. 

Throughout the building, the walls and woodwork have undergone rejuve¬ 
nation ; years of dark 
varnish have given way 
to a natural finish, and 
the walls are painted 
with light, cheerful col¬ 
ors. The rooms are fur¬ 
nished with modern fur¬ 
niture, each boy having 
his own bed, bureau, 
desk, chair, and closet, 
with one easy chair in 
each room. The efifect is 
one of tasteful simplicity. 

It is a good job well 
done.

In conceiving a plan 
for living in the House— 
the design adopted was

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munity. Advice was sought from other schools, from all parts of this school, and 
particularly from the parents. With a multitude of suggestions and ideas on which 
to draw, a plan was finally drafted which embodied an atmosphere much like that 
of a family home: an atmosphere of freedom with responsibility, one of informality 
with respect, and one in which the obligations of individuals to a group were recog¬ 
nized as being important. The details out of which this atmosphere could grow 
were carefully planned to allow for freedom within a framework of order. The 
House functions without any rules, as such, but at the same time it is realized 
that any such plan of living requires very definite understandings. These are de¬ 
veloped and adopted with the help of all concerned as the occasions arise, and 
serve as a means of arriving at a democratic way of living. 

Meals, bed hours, domestic responsibilities, and personal habits are therefore 
regulated on a basis of cooperation, mutual benefit, and self-respect, rather than 
on a basis of discipline or arbitrary ruling. Wherever possible life is planned to 
fit individual needs and desires. This involves more time, and often prolongs de¬ 
cisions, but makes the result infinitely more meaningful. 

Once at school, the boys are as far from the House as the other students are 
from their homes; but before and after school hours, whatever schedule there is, 
exists to facilitate individual and collective plans for the best working efficicency, 
the best health, and the most fun. 

Free time in the afternoon is spent oyer tea, the daily newspapers, “bull ses¬ 
sions”, music, ping-pong, and rough-house. Supper is served with some formality, 
involving coats and ties and the saying of grace. The evenings are taken up with 
work, and the use of the radio, victrola, and telephone is discouraged until work is 
done. Over the weekends life is full of social engagements and expeditions of one 
kind or another: theatres, concerts, museums, shopping, canoeing, and all manner of 
sports. Boys invite their friends for meals at the House, and in turn they are 
often guests in Winnetka homes. Occasionally there is a party at the House to 
which girls are invited. At least every other Sunday the family goes to one of the 
local churches. 

There are now living in the House, with Mr. and Mrs. French and Mr. 
Telling, seven boys. Three of them are members of the senior class, two are juniors, 
and two are in the Middle School. Some of them are boys who would otherwise 
have left the School when their families moved from this vicinity and some are 
boys new to the School. Testimony to the place they hold in the School is best 
demonstrated by their offices. One is president of the school council and was the 
manager of the 1941 football team, one is treasurer of the junior class and the 
manager of next year’s football team. Two boys are on the Morning Exercise 
committee, two were on the football squad, one is now on the basketball squad, 
and one is on the library committee. 

In the School the boys represent a large family with a geographical back¬ 
ground which extends from Massachusetts, New York, and Washington, D. C., to 
California. They live well regulated lives, pursuing the normal goals of healthy 
boys.

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REPORT OF THE ALUMNI LUNCHEON 
December 27, 1941 


The Alumni Luncheon was held on the Saturday after Christmas, as usual, in 
the School Lunchroom. Approximately eighty people were present, including 
members of the faculty and several members of the Board of Trustees. 

Following the luncheon, Frank Fowle presided over the general meeting of 
the Alumni Association. The minutes of last year’s luncheon were omitted. The 
Treasurer’s Report was next read and accepted. It was reported that $66.00 in 
dues were collected during 1941. This sum, added to a balance of $69.09 and to 
refunds of $5.45 on unused stamps and stationery, brought total assets to $140.54. 
The year’s expenses were $32.28 for addressograph plates (which were made for 
the entire Association for the first time), $44.50 for postal cards and printing, and 
$5.00 for a stamp fund left at the school to pay the postage on returned postal cards. 
Total expenses thus came to $81.78, leaving the Alumni Association with a balance 
of $58.76. 

The election of officers for 1942 was then held. The report of the Nominating 
Committee was read by Cheves Walling, and the following names were suggested:

There were no further nominations and the recommendations of the committee were 
accepted. 

Phil Moore then spoke and reported on his work as Alumni Representative 
to the Board of Trustees. Frank Fowle also spoke and told about the new bulletin 
which the School is supporting. Foster Hannaford gave a talk on the Royal 
Canadian Air Force. Mr. Anderson spoke on athletics at North Shore. Mr. Smith 
gave the final talk, touching on a number of subjects concerning the School and the 
Alumni Association. He mentioned the need for a closer contact between the alumni 
and the School as it is today, described the new boarding department, and concluded 
with a discussion of the important position occupied by independent schools in a 
democratic system. Following this talk the meeting was adjourned.
